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Referring to the life story of this old trouper carried in the Bandwagon 
recently, we have received many interesting items about him, among them 
the following: 


From CHS C.E.Duble ~ we quote: "I was very glad to read the article in late 
Bandwagon rogarding my old friend, Charles Gerlach. It was with him that 

I started my long circus season of 1909 with Sun Brothers World's Pro- 
eressive Shows, of Macon, Ga. had met Charles Gerlach in September, 1907 
- the first time, when Sun Brothers Circus played Louisville, Ky. I went 
to the show that night and gave Mr. Gerlach a bundle of band music. He 
gave mé his Buffalo address, and we exchanged letters at times. So it was 
with him that I started in show business 36 years ago. I was with him again 
the full season of 1911 with the John Robinson 10 Big Shows, and again one 
winter with the Kibble's Uncle Tom's Cabin Co., playing theatres. He was 

a trouper of the old school, a clever musician and arranger, and I have 
always been proud to say that I'made my start with him. I visited him in 
1930 and again in 1931 when I was in Buffalo with the circus. It brought 
back old times to read the fine article from Mr. Tracey". 


Also in the same letter Duble writes, in answer toa recent query as to the 
use in the R-B parade of the Two Hemispheres Bandwagon - 


"The Two Hemispheres bandwagon was used in parades with Ringling-Barnun 
Circus 1919 and 1920, which was the last year for parades with that circus, 
Will add that I rode the same wagon season 1913 with Barnum & Bailey Greatest 
Show on Earth, am again 1919 with Ringling-Barnun." 


The Story on Charles Gerlach, also prompted the following few lines from ex- 
trouper and friend of CHS Harry P. Parkhurst: "I would say that the Adam 
Forepaugh circus was in Chicago 1893 - Sunday June 4th to Sunday, June 18th, 
and used the Lake-Front-Lot, without any opposition from Sell's Bros. -- 
according to the 1893 route book I have. The Adam Forepaugh Circus had six 
days in Chicago in 1891, and that was not the last time for a circus on the 
lake front lot. 1893 was the last season for the Forepaugh Circus. At the 
close of that season some of the equipment was shipped to Bridgeport, Conne 
In 1894 McGaddon and Anderson framed a small circus with the remainder, The 
Sells Bros, did not close the fall of 1891, but sometime in the early '90's 
they shipped to Australia, and about 1896 the Forepaugh and Sells Shows 
combined, Thus the celebrated herd of dancing elephants with other equip= 
ment was shipped to Columbus, Ohio, for the combination. Just thought some 
of the readers would like these few notes", 


A few corrections by CHS Sam Chapman - with reference to Charles Gerlach. 


"The article this month, (Aug. Bandwagon) on the life of Charles Gerlach 
claimed that both the Sells Brothers and the Adam Forepaugh Circus closed 
and were off the road for several seasons. I remember secing the Adam 
Forepaugh Show during the year of 1892, 93, and 94, this last year and in 
1893 there were two Adam Forepaugh Shows out, one being operated by Bailey, 


W. W. Cole, and the other one being operated by Addie Forepaugh, Jr., his 
being billed as the only living Adam Forepaugh Circus. The only year which 
saw no Forepaugh Circus was in 1895, and most oldtime showmen know that»the 
wagons and cars and seats were used to outfit the first James Bailey owned 
Buffalo Bill's Wild West. In 1896 the S,lls Brothers combired their shows 
with the Adam Forepaugh title and went out, Lewis Sells being the manager. 
This year ended the circus era here in Philadelphia; the quarters of the 
4Paw and Sells Circus wag located in Columbus, Ohio. The Ringlings bought 
the Forepaugh and Sells Gircus, aml it was under their control completely 
in 1906 and 1907. At the end of 1907 the show was taken off the road, and 
in 1910 and 1911 was returned to the road with a fine circus performance 
and fine street parade. Too bad that such shows as this are now only 
memories in the minis of so many circus fans...."
